Human smuggling is one of the world’s oldest professions. When nations established borders, they 
sought to regulate traffic across them. However, this led to the creation of markets for the smuggling of 
humans and goods. Human smuggling involves illegal immigration, transnational criminal networks and 
trafficking in humans to exploit them. It is associated with many other social problems: sweatshops, 
fraudulent documents and corruption. 

Human smuggling takes many different forms. At the most informal levels, foreigners are helped by 
family and friends to traverse the border sometimes packed into small unventilated spaces. At a slightly 
more organised level, local agents may be used to link migrants to more formal smuggling operations 
including forging documents, border crossing cards and visas. The migrants agree to be moved and the 
smuggler accepts to receive full payment when they reach the final destination. 

Smuggled migrants sometimes flee violence in their home country; others simply seek better lives, 
economic opportunities or reunification with family members abroad. 

Combating human smuggling requires understanding its nature. Indeed, public authorities must deal 
with a wide range of related matters: human rights, protection of victims and labour regulations.
